In Hand Building, we have done such 
projects as making plaster stamps, beads, 
mosaics, whistles, rattles, pinch pots, coil 
pots, and other projects dealing either with 
air-dry clay or firing clay. We have also 
learned multiple techniques, such as 
pinching and wedging. Pinching is when 
you get a piece of clay, form it into a 
circle, put your thumb in the middle, and 
go round the edges, pulling and pinching 
out and up to make different shapes. 
Wedging is when the clay is thrown down 
against a clean flat surface so that it gets 
all of the bubbles out. That way, when the 
clay is fired it does not explode in the kiln.

As Head Coach Rocky Stinson said at the beginning of the 
season, “Our goal this year is to establish a good foundation of what we 
want to do as a program and start maturing as a team.” After all the 
recruiting had been completed, 18 of the team’s players were freshmen. 
Three were sophomores and six were juniors. The challenges would be 
daunting but the team faced them head-on. The girls managed to win six 
games total this season despite an overwhelming series of defeats early on 
in the season. 

The team ended an 18-game losing streak at the Shorter University 
Tournament in February defeating Campbellsville University 3-0 and 
destroying the University of Virginia at Wise 12-3. Sophomore Kirstie 
Jennings said at the end of the season, “Wins were few and far between for 
us this year, and everybody lost faith in us but ourselves. We had to pick 
each other up, and 1 believe that we learned what a ‘team’ really is.”
